1. WE INFORMED THAT IN PRE-NOON MEETING WITH EC 9, 

EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL ZAYYAT TOLD GROUP HE WELCOMED 
OCT 15 EC STATEMENT, ALTHOUGH EGYPTIANS MIGHT HAVE 
PREFERRED "SOME CHANGES IN WORDING". EC 9 WERE 
SURPRISED THAT STATEMENT NOT CRITICIZED MORE SHARPLY BY 
EL ZAYYAT. 

2. MAIN THRUST OF EL ZAYYAT PRESENTATION TO EUROPEANS 
WAS TO REITERATE SADAT'S FIVE POINTS. OUR INFORMANT 
OFFERED NO NEW INSIGHTS INTO SIGNIFICANCE OF FIVE POINTS 
BUT SAID EL ZAYYAT HAD MADE VERY POSITIVE IMPRESSION WITH
